Une of the prettiest squares, or 
plazas, mn the city is called Lafayette 
Square, and it contains about seven 
acres. To the south of it is the Presi- 
dent's house, and beyond is Sixteenth 


street, running away out’to Meridian 


Hill. There are widegsmooth walks 
through the park, and fumerous seats 
in the shadow of the trees. On the 
uorth dide of the park ia « quaint lit- 
tle building, which is the watchman’s 
odge. There are circular watks jead- 


ing to it on either side, scieened by 


tows of evergreen upon each side and 
beds of bright flowers in front. On 
the east and west sides of the square 


are bronze vases, seven feet high, and 
each of them mounted on granite pe- 
destals. They each of them weigh 


1300 pounds. They have figures carved 


on them of perfect human forms, as 


well as beautiful flowers, all looking 


as real as life. These grounds are 


lighted with gas at night; and to two 


of the lamp-posts are elegant drinking 
fountains attached. The water comes 


rippling away under ground, through 


dark pipes, from the great bosom of 
the Potomac, but it looks just as 


bright, as it gushes out here, as if it 


had not been imprisoned away from 
the sunlight. f 


In the center of this beautiful square 
we can see the wieding walks stretch- 
ing all about us, aod catch the hum 


of the busy city. The walls of the 


White House gleam through the 


musical murmur; the bright autumn 
leaves are over our heads and under 


our feet; gaily-dressed pvople are sit- 


ting on the beaatifully wrought iron 
seats; lovely babies ride over the walks 


rim their fairy-like carriages, pushed 


forward by nurses with shining black 
faces and gay ribbons at their throats. 
Here, too, are bright plumaged birds 
in their house-like cages, and owls, 
with blind, staring eyes, blinking in 
the sunsiine. Inu this Square, also, is 
the fine equestrian statue of General 
Andrew Jackson, which cost $50,000. 
The statue is one-third larger tian life, 
but it doesn’t look any larger than 
real life, because it 1s placed so high 
up On its pedestal. The horse looks as 
if be were just ready to leap forward 
like a noble war horse, eager to plunge 
into the thickest of the battle. The 
veins on his flanks stand out plainly; 
his nostrils are dilated as if he smeit 
the smoke of battle afar off. From 
this Square we might wander down to 
the Botanical Gardens, where we would 
see the world of trees and plants in 
miniature. We could fancy that we 
were in the mountains of Lebanon sit- 
ting under the tall and stately cedars, 
or in Jerico, resting in the shadow of 
the palm. This charming garden, ten 
acres in extent lies right ia the heart 
of the city. Io the summer it is very 
lovely. All the grounds are laid out 
in walke, lawns aod flower beds. It 
has also numerous fountains. The 
largest one is jn front of the Muin Con- 
servatory. It throws its highest stream 
sixty-five feet into the air. There are 
nice main jets from which the water 
gushes and leaps sparkling in the sun- 
shine. It falls into a marble basis 


ninety-three feet in diameter. 


The Main Conservatory is three hun- 
dred feet long, sixty feet wide, and the 
dome forty feet high. Right under 
the great dome of this green-house is 
the home of the palms. There are 
three hundred or more kinds of palms 
in the world, and most of them are 
represented here. The palm is a won- 
derful tree. It matures in ten years 
and then bears fruit for hundreds of 
years. In this portion of the conserva- 
tory is the East India bamboo, the 
tree fera from New Zealand; and, fun- 
niest of all, the screw pine of Austra- 
lia, with its cork-screw leaves aad 
roots in mid-air; and bere is the cin- 
namon of Ceylon, and the dumb cane 
of South America. The sap of the 
root of-the dumb cane will take away 
the power of speech. The great irav- 
cler, Humboldt, during his explora- 
tion in South America, tasted it, and 
for eight days he was speechless from 
the effects of it. 

In the eastern range and wing of 
the building are plants from the South 
Sea Isiands, Brazil, Cape of Good 
Hope and elsewhere, And here, too, 
is the Bird of Paradise flower. It 
looks like the soft, bright plumage of 
that lovely bird, and it is this resem- 
biauce that gives it ite name. And 
there, too, is the tutui or candle-nut 
tree from the Society Islands, the nut 
of which is used by the natives for 
lighting their huts. What queer lit- 
tle lamps they must make, but I ex- 
pect that the little black-eyed native 
childrea think them the grandest 
lamps ia the world 

But my column is more than filled, 
so I will tell you of only one thing 
more to be found here, and that is a 
plaut that takes us away back hundreds 
of years into the past, before the art of 
paper-makiog was known. It is the 
historic paper plant, or papyrus of 
Egypt. Close by is a plant which 1s 
called monkey bread, which grows on 
the banks of the Senegal.

ways. “Oh, yes, the fires make the hot 
weather,’’ say some, ‘because we 4l- 
ways see the cadons ablaze when these 
beated spelis are on.'’

Phe most plausible theory of the 
mountain fires is that they are greatly 

_ promoted by the hot spells, At these 
times the attnosphere becomes so dry- 
ing that the ieaves, grass, brush and 
oluer litter covering the ground in 
meuniain cafons and on movatain sides 
become desiccated to the last degree of 
inflammability. Such conditions exist- 
jag, slight spark walted from a camp- 
fire Or from the burning wad of a gun 1s 
sufficient to ignite the rubbish. The 
fire ruus whither it listeth, or, at least, 
wherever it finds material to feed upon. 
lt is possible that the fires may originate 
vecasionally in spontaneous combas- 
tion. If cotton waste saturated with 
oil and left in a close room way ignite 
itself, why should not vegetable waste 
uniter a scorching sun do the same? 

When mountain tires become general, 
the temperature of the country immedi- 
ately contiguous is perceptibly affected. 
To this extent, then, peopie who claim 
that the hot weather is caused by the 
fires are correct. A general statement 
of the case might be made in this way: 
Tbe hot weather causes or promotes the 
fires, and the fires Leip along the bot 
weather. 

But what causes the hot weather? It 
is a deep meteorological question. These 
periodical spelis of «xtreme high tem- 
perature are irreguiar and “freaky’’ to 
the last degree. They do not belong to 
our norma! climate, bat are unbidden 
Visitors from the Mojave desert on the 
north or the Colorado desert on the 
east. They are usually caused by hot 


currents of air pouring through monunt- | 


ain defiles, which bring with them 
clouds of dust. Une of the most regu- 
lar channels for these winds seems to 
be through Cajon Pass, thence extend- 
ing across the Southern end of the 
county and out upon the ocean. Some- 
times the hot blast strikes the Puente 
hills and is defected upon Los Angeles 
city. Again, the simoon sweeping out 


to the coast, is met by a strong 


ocean wind aod turned back 
upon the land. This eccounts for 
the anomaly sometimes seen of a sand- 
storm biown npon us from the ocean, 
It generaliy happens that, on the day 
preceding the wiadstorm, the t¢mpera- 
ture rises rapidly to a point anywhere 
from 9) to 100 degrees. Then, the 
second day, when the windis like the 
breath of a furnace, the thermometer 
jumps to 105 or 110 degrees. The third 
day the hot wind is generally gone, and 
the mercury falls to about the same de- 
xree as on the first day. Then it is 
said that ‘‘ the hot spell is breaking,’’ 
and on the following day we 
may look for a natural summer 
temperature, with a maximum of per- 
heaps 75 or 80 degrees. A singular 
feature of these hot spells, and about 
the only regular thing about them, is 
that they generally cover three days; if 
they go over this limit they are apt to 
extend to six days, and, beyond this, to 
nine days. The maximum duration is, 
however, very rare. These hot periods 
are likely to occur in the latter part of 
summer, and it is seldom that Augast 
and. September, pass without scoring 
from one to three of them. 

Concerning the cause of these phe- 
nomenal spells of weather, Col. J.J. 
Warner, of this city, once promalgated 
a very singular bat a very reasunable 
theory. . He attributed them to the 
effort of nature to establish her elec- 
trical equilibrium. It is a well-estab- 
lished principle that there is a frequent 
interchange of electricity between the 
sky and the earth. Sometimes this 
occurs noiselessly, at other times with 
great disturbance When thunder 
peals and lightning strikes, electricity 


passes down into the earch. When the 


ground trembles beneath our feet in 
what we term an earthquake, electricity 
is passing from below into the upper 
air, overcoming some obstruction in its 
way. We may conclude, however, that 
by far the greater number of these 
electrical interchanges are not mani- 
fest, being performed as quietly ae 
most of the other great operations of 
nature. And now we come to Colonel 
Warner's theory, which is thus speci- 
fied: Dry earth is a non-conducter of 
the electric current. In latier summer 
the sands of the Colorado and Mojave 
deserts become dry to a great depth, 
and offer an almost impervious obstacle 
to the natural interchange between sky 
and earth, A great volame of electricity 
accumulates above ground and finds no 
~ outlet, until at last it is impelled in the 
direction of the ocean, attracted 
by the moisture. As it sweeps 
across the country it brings with 
it the . furnace blast of the 
desert and a)! the dust it can raise on 
the way. Hence our simoon dust 
- . There are many concurrent 
manifestations which go to prove this 
theory, such as the occurrence of elec- 
tric storms on the desert, when re- 
peated flashes of lightning are visible 
in the eastern sky: also the highly- 
charged electrical condition of our own 
atmosphere during the passage of one 
of the wind-storms referred to. Until 
Uol. Warner's theory is scientifically 
confuted, we must hold to it as the 
most reasonable explanation of the

Fire Department. 


HELPLESS IN CASE OF A GREAT FIRE. 


The Danger the City is Exposed to—How 
Vire Companies Have Dwindled Away 
im Six Momihs—Ibe 


Thursday, Meptember | 
It has for months been apparent 
the open-eyed citizen that the Los An- 
geles fire department was daily getting 
into worse piight-—-that the voluptebre 
were falling off and no new ones coin- 
ing in to take their piaces; that interpst 
was dead, and dissension at work. 
Within half a year the department's 
downward slide has been at a startling 
pace. Upon each public occasion the 
turpout of the fire-lads has béden 
smaller and smaller; and if the de 
ment were called to turn oat in pfo- 
cession to-morrow, it is doubtful if a 
total of twenty-five men would res- 
pond. This is so different from the éld 
regiure, when the fire department used 
to make the most namerous and most 
elaborate leature of every parade, that 
many have wondered what could be the 
cause. A Times reporter devoted yde- 
terday afternoon to a little looking 
of the matter, and appends in condended 
form the result of a score of interviews: 
The Los Angeles Fire Department 
powinally e mprises two engine cola 
panies, the Thirty-Eights and the Con- 
fideuce, each also equipped with! a 
hose carriage; three stwple hose com- 
panies, the Park, East Los Angeles, 
aud Morris Vineyard; and Vigilance 
Hook and Ladder Company; with « 
total supposed mew bership 
about 250 men. It in a strong 
assertion, but one which daes 
not much miss the baldheaded truth, 
that there is at present but one of thdse 
six companies alive. They were 
all in pretty goud shape six months ago. 
THK 
The Thirty-Eighis company is the 
oldest in the city, aud bas numbered 
many well-known Augeleios among 
members. A year ago it had forty. five 
active members. To-day it thinks it 
doing well to muster fifteen. It Has 
uot had a meeting in five months, 
and uoder the constitution of the 
pany, this really leaves it without « 
meimber—meetings being required ito 
be held monthly, as is the case with bl! 
the other companies. When there id a 
fire, the driver and engineer of the dn- 
gine, and the driver of the hose-cart, 
turn out. They ate all paid men, abd 
live in the engine house. Bat, outsile 
of that, it is teu to ome that no member 
of the company will be on hand. At 
the last six fires the driver of the engine 
bas had to handle hose, leaving bis 
team in charge of outsiders, while ‘ont- 
siders bad to do the firing for the engine 
frequently. At the burning of Kobler 
& Frohling’s wivery, some weeks ago, 
the Thirty kights’ engine picked up dne

“Well,” was the reply, “it was @ur 
first set-back when they began to draw 
the hose-cart wiih borse sustead of py 
hand. That lessened the interest a gdod 
deal. Then when the paid fire depapi- 
ment ordinance came up in Coundil, 
that gave us the finishitg touch. Nbw 
the boys never tara out nor bold mepet- 
ings any more, aud we cau't even get 
anyone out to a fire. I don't belidve 
we'll ever have another meeting.” 
‘Well, bas the head of the depart. 
ment anything to do with the br Dg 
up of the Thirty-Eights?"’ 
“No; Day bas had cousiderable tojdo 
with the disaffection in other companies, 
but we bave always stood in with him 
and he with us. When we wanted géy- 
thing, we just asked for it and he gdve 
itto us. wonldu’t say that he knaws 
anything about the duties of bis pdsi- 
tion, or that he is anything of a firemén, 
but he has always treated us well.

efficient or rational direction. The de- 
partment is, and feels itself to be, with 
out a head. Mr. Day himself com- 
plains that be has no authority. The 
situation is unpleasant and dangerous, 
and important enough to demand at- 
tention from the powers that be. 
Dried Mission Grapes. 
Sav Francicso Chronicle.) 
The grape-growers in some parts of 
the State are discouraged at the prices 
offered them by wine-makers, and in a 
number of instances the threat is made 
that they will allow their grapes to rot 
on the vines rather than accept less 
thap what is considered their true value. 
Especially is this the case with Mission 
grapes, some of the wine-makers re- 
fusing to bay them at any price. It 
is perbaps not widely known that 
there is a way of disposing of the de 
spised Misgion grape, involving bat 
little expense-or trouble, which will re- 
turn a better profit than if they were 
sold at the highest prices available this 
season for choice varieties of wine 
grapes. The method referred to is sim- 
ply by drying them. Upon a level 
piece of ground aJjacent to the viue- 
yard threshed straw may be spread, 
and the bunches of grapes laid upon it 
until sufficiently dry. They will not 
need turning, as the warm dry air will 
readily circulate through the straw and 
under the fruit, and it will become ea- 
tirely cured throughout in about three 
weeks’ tims, or even less. They should 
then be gathered up, care beiug taken 
to avoid allo#:ng any particles of straw 
to adhere to the bunches, and may be 
packed in barrels, sacks or boxes for 
shipment. Large platforms of lumber 
are sometimes built at a height of three 
or four feet from the ground, upon 
which the grapes are spread, but where 
it ia pot desirable to go to much ex- 
pense in preparing the crop for market, 
it 1s not apparent that this ofiers many 
advantages over the cheaper method of 
using straw. 
In the San Francisco market at the 
present time dried Mission grapes are 
worth 5% cents per poand, and allow- 
ing four to five pounds of fresh fruit 
(probably less) to one of dried, it is 
readily seen that few crops can be 
raised that will afford a larger source 
of profit to the grower, especially when 
it is borne in mind that ten to fitteen 
tons to the acre are not uncommonly 
harvested from old Mission vines. 
(hese dried grapes are used largely by 
bakers and res\aurant-kecpers as a sub- 
stitute for the higher-priced raisins, 
and finda ready sale at prices which 
average about one-half or possibly a 
little more, than those which are 
charged for bona fide raisins. Many 
shipments East have also been made by 
our wholesale dealers aud have found a 
good market there. 
There is no good reason, then, why a 
pound of the Mission grapes should be 
allowed to go to waste on account of 
low prices for wine-making purposes, 
when by «@ little trouble they can be 
converted into a profitable, commodity 
and ope which, while not yielding a 
swall fortune per acre, will still give 
a net profit by no means tu be de- 
spised. 


Bag-Meating in the Santa Ana 
Valley. 

Bulletin No. 2, by the Guardian 
of Insect Pests of the Santa Ana valley, 
says: 

“I give a recipe for a wash which 
will kill 95 per cent. of the red scale at 
one spraying. For one barrel of soap, 
15 pountia caustic soda, 5 gallons whale 
or fish oil, 1 pound of lime; dissolve 


water, in some iron vessel, then add 
the oil and etir three or four times a 
day for two days; then bring it toa 
boiling point; add lime water and water 
enough to makea barrel. It makes a 
good soft soap. I use one pound to a 
gallon of water. You can make this soap 
without heating if desired. For informa- 
tion regarding the killing of red soale 
call on J. B. Parker, of Orange. I see 
fruit-growers spray and do a good job, 
and then wonder why the bugs are so 
thick next year. In my wpinion, the 
reason is that the bugs are hatching, 
more or less, all the time. The red 
scale hatches every two months. Now, 
in order to kill them it is neceseary to 
spray again in two months after first 
spraying. I think two sprayings, if 
done thoroughly, will finish them.

I felt pretty uneasy bout itand 
set to, to see if it was a fungus or the 
work of a.moth or a bug. I had 
nothing better than the three-lens 
microscope sent out with the Ameri- 
can Agriculturist, but that was sufli- 
cient to show that it was oo fungus 
but the work of moth or bug, and that 
which sucked the life out of the leaves 
was a very small, green worm. I never 
could find these worms anywhere on 
the leaves except in this yellow dust, 
which makes me think this dust is 
‘their work. Undoubtédly some kind 
of fig, miller, moth or bug deposited 
the eggs from which these worms were 
hatebed, but must do their work in 
the night as I never could find any of 
them there in the daytime. Just as 
soon as I conveniently could, after 
picking was over, 1 cut out all the 
bearing canes and lugged them out and 
burat them up. I can’t now recollect 
of seeing any of this dust on the new 
canes, which are at this season of the 
year as large as the old ones. That 
burning business did the work in- 
tended pretty thoroughly, for next year 
there was scarcely a «peck of dust to 
be found on a thousand stovls. When 
I did find it I pinched off the 
leaf and threw it on the groucd 
and tramped it weil. I saw 
mone of it since then, though I 
have not been out to the ranch to look 
after them this summer. Sallie cut 
down all the canes of her rose bush2s 
that had that dust on them and burnt 
them up also. My impression is, if 
those who find this dust on the leaves 
will at once go through their briars and 
cut off all the shoots thst bave on them 
leaves affected with this dust, put them 
in a basket and take out and buro 
them they will not be troubled much 
the next year.

T. B. Spaiding in Poultry Month'y.) 
Roup is an inflammation of the ma- 
cous membrave of the mouth and 
throat, aud, therefore, roup is really a 
catarrh. it pushes upward into the 
cleft of the mouth, permeates the air 
passages throug’ the oostrnis and down 
the throat, and extends into the cavity 
of the antrum and involves the eye, 
and, by swollea inflammation and 
thick tenacious exudation, it closes the 
ag and the nasal openings and soon 

pent up mucous degenerates into 
pus. It contiaves to increase ana 
pushes its presence into all the loose 
and spongy parte, uotil the whole head 
becomes a shapeless, swollen, putrid 
mass of matter. Thus couditioned, 
roup is actively infectious; it will rap- 
idly spread through a fluck from such 
@ source and impart to each victim the 
true malignant type of itself. 
Such source of contracting roup is 
said to be specific because we are posi-

The ulceracve or diphtheritie char- 
acter of roup is closely allied, in ail its 
essentials, to maligoant diphtheria in 
the human subject. Its special causa- 
tion comes direct from intection when 
it assumes this viruleace from the 

“tart, white, at the same time, neg- 
lected simple catarrh culminates in 
this fearful aud usual fatal form. This 
form of roup is charactenzed by great 
debility of the bird, a difficut breath- 
ing, coughing, the nostrils close, the 
eyes swell shut, the cavity below the 
eyes distends with cheezy matter, the 
throat and mouth and opeuing into the 
wind pipe fill with cheezy exudation 
aod soon the bird dies from exhaus- 
tion. This form of roup may be re 
liewed but never completely cured. 
The bird will never do to breed, be- 
cause it will surely entail its trouble 
on ite offspring. The infectious poi 
son soon finds its way to the lungs and 
s» enters the blood. You may, if it 
were possible, take every tubercle out 
of a lung and yet you have uot cured 
coosumption. Back in the blood, and 
in every atom of the system, the subtle 
poison presides and will manifest it 
mischief; so will this fermentiog, 
festering, infectious poison. There is 
no disease 80 dreadful, none so un 
pleasant to treat, none so prone to 
propagate evil influence vn al! 
sbout it and entail it on its offspring 
lf the bird survives all apparent 
trouble, tod resumes the aspect of 
gayety, it may be remarked how slight 
the inclement weather that again 
works up the catarrh at any time into 
a radical renewal of the first and worse 
features of the old affection. Lik: 
throat or nasal catarrh, or even pneu 
monia, the tendency to relapse is im- 
minent after once supposed to be well 
From this fact all must see how com- 
pletely disyualified such a bird must 
be fur breeding, because, in the very 
nature of the case, its power of vital 
resistance is reduced. This disease 
usually comes from exposure during 
moulting, dampness and bad dirt, poor 
feod, foul quarters, cold winds and 
lice. Late-hatched chicks nearly 
always iavite roup, and it comes and 
stays unless promptly and vigorously 
treated. The best possible treatment 
for roup is prevention. Roup and 
cholera and gapes are so many evi- 
dences of iusufficient food in proper 
quality and quantity and clean, dry, 
well-ventilated bouses. But, when a 
bird is once affected, something niust 
be promptly done, and this thing, if 
the Lird score less than ninety points, 
is to kill and cover or burnitup If 
treatment is to be given, then separate 
it at once in a large, well-ventilated 
apartment, of dry even temperature, 
free from all drafts, and f on hot 
bran, mashed and boiled meat and po- 
tatues, steamed wheat, cabbage and 
milk and bread; feed sulphur in hot, 
soft feed, and, several times daily, take 
the bird by the feet and, with head 
down, dip the head into a solution of 
salt and water—a big spoonful of salt 
to @ quart of water—if the bird be 
slightiy choked, the mouth will o 
and the solution will enter the cleft 
and can be pressed out freely through 
tLe nostrils, thus cleansing and medi. 
cating every part most potently and 
perfectly ali at once. I think no 
remedy will surpass the solutioa of 
salt and water, but if there be much 
steach, carbolic acid, sulphate of zinc, 
blae-stone or even coal-oil can be 
the same way; but nothing ever cured 
my cases so satisfactorily as salt and 
water. For mild cases the solution 
should be weaker, if indeed anything 
be used but dry quarters and warm 
mashes. Every day the inside of the 
house should be white-washed with a 
strong solution of chloride of lime, 
into each bucketful of which there 
should be an ounce of fluid carbolic 
acid. 
Special care and warm, dry quarters 
and full feed of rich, varied diet ut 
moultiog time will always prevent 
these disorders, the habitual absence 
of all of which is the highest possible 
compliment to the breeder's humanity 
and skill.

One man ia 
Worcester, Mass., has solid tens of 
thousands of borses at-bigh prices, and 
he is burdened with canes, watches, 
whips, robes and vehicles presented 
him oy grateful customers for the 
privilege of paying him for the exer- 
cise of his skill. 

Ashrewd man who wishes to buy a 
horse, a watch, or a piano, of which 
he knows that he knows nothing, pre- 
fers to be cheated in the price rather 
than the quality. He prefers to pay a 
round price to @ man whose reputa- 
tion insures his getting just what he 
bargains for, rather than to get an ap- 
parent bargsin at the risk of obtaining 
a werthless article. A watch that he 
would not take of a tramp for ten dol- | sec 
lars he might gladly we of a reputa- 
ble dealer for a hundred. 

The live-stock breeder who gets a 
reputation for his stock and his integ- 
nty is able to get prices very highly 
gratifyiog, both for what he raises and 
for what he buys and indorses.

I 
rejoice to learn that you, Mr, Editor, 
have had the courage to test tips on 
your fine stallion. Your report is very 
satisfactory. 
To drag all of the wearers of No. 6 
hats out of this senseless rut is too 
much to hope for, but thousands are 
now using tips who couldn’t be ia- 
duced to return to the old-fashioned 
shoe. The style of shoe that has been ' 
in vogue for probably hundreds of 
years is as follows: 
Gouge out the sole until it bleeds, 
p*re the frog from end te end, (which 
iu two days will be as hard as the 
hoof), open the heels, bring a red-hot 
calk shoe, burn the hoof to & crisp to 
make it fit the shoe, drive four or five 
large nails on each side, clinch them 
as tightly as possible, rasp the whole 
surface of the hoof plumb up to the 
hair, 80 as to remove every particle cf 
the enamel. Isn't that the exact size 
of it, Mr. Editor? But sever mind 
about the sufferings of the poor horse, 
it looks very pretty. 
Now my advice to all who have the 
courage to use tipsis this: When you 
tike your horse to one of these butch- 


ale, and if be maxes a move to take his 
knife from his box, put the whole 


he tries it again, shoot a little lower. 
All the tools required is arasp to level 
the toe for a short, thin tip, drive two 
small nails in either side, clinch the 
nails not too tight, and no rasping of 
the hoof at all, aod never allowa knife 
to be used at all; this reduces the won. 
derful science of shoeing to a mini- 
mum, aod my word for it, no soaking | ‘ 
tubs will ever be required, uo corns, 
no thrushes, no sontraction, no brittle 
hoofs, no sprung knees. But, Mr. 
Editor, there will be always a one great 
difficulty in the way uf their adoption ; 
to remove the shoes from feet that 
have been butchered, the sole is neces- 
sarily very tender, the frog (or what is 


left of it), perfectly d d hard as 
the hoof, and the al must of ne- 
cessity go tender for a time until the 


frog bas a chance to regain its vitality. 


ODDs AND ENDs. 


Ab ut ten thousand acres of gra 
vines are almost within sight of the 
village of Hammondsport, N. Y., 
which is the headguarters of the Pleas- 
ant Valley wine region. Thirty years 
ago, when 8. B. Fairchild aod Mr. Le 
Ktowe began to cultivate grapes, land 
about bere was to be had from $5 to 
25anacre. Now, grape land 
brings from $500 to $1,000 an acre. 

In Nebraska the disease among 
hogs is a serious calamity. It is not 
ouly destroying the hog crop, but cat- 
tle feeders are becoming alarmed. 
They eay if the swine disease is not 
checked, it will be useless to attempt 
to profitably feed their beavy crop of 
corn to cattle, as it has been 
thoroughly demonstrated that it does 
not pay to feed corn to cattle unless 
hogs follow. If the next two monthe 
should be as as August and Sep- 
tember of last year, scarcely any stock 
dows can be had. 

The coming season's orange crop 
will not be su large throughout Soutb- 
ern California, but the Riverside crop 
will not fall much, if any, short of last 
season's figures. The seedling crop 


will be larger. The 450,000 boxes of 
fruit last year represeuts the equiva- 
lent of about 70,00 bearing trees, or 
about 1000 acres of bearing orchard 
Riverside bas now 2500 acres or or- 
chard which, when it comes into fair 
beariug, say seven boxes of fruit to 
the tree, will give about 5000 carloads 
of fruit, which ought to net to the 
grower $300 to the car.—|[ Riverside 
Press.
